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A few weeks ago the Government drew up 
some drastic regulations on the subject 
of Founders’ shares in order to protect 
the Egyptian speculator, and it surely is 
just as incumbent to protect the Egyptian 
policy-Bolder, The recommendations of the 
committee are therefore deserving of con- 
sideration, and there is no reason why some 
such precautions, as therein suggested, 
should not be also adopted in Egypt. 
The committee, although they cannot recom- 
mend that any obligations should be placed 
on foreign companies to which British com- 
panies are rot also liable, are of opinion that 
foreign companies which do business in 
England should be placed as far as possible in 
the same position as the British companies 
with which they compete. They should, in 
fact, be made as far as possible to comply in 
all respects with the requirements of the Life 
Insurance Companies Act of 1870. 

While this Act seems to give general sa- 
tisfaction, the committee think certain amend- 
ments desirable, “The deposit of £20,000 with — 
the Accountant General of the Court of Chan- 
cery which the Act of 1870.makes obligatory 
on any new company, whether foreign or Bri- 
tish, has undoubtedly,” says the report, “had 
the effect of preventing the formation of 
mushroom companies. But under the Act a 
company is permitted to withdraw this sum 
as soon as the premiums amount to £40,000, 
The committee are aware that this sum of 
£20,000 would be of little use to meet the 
liabilities of the larger companies ;which do 
business in this country. But they feel that 
if this amount were deposited and could not be 
withdrawn by any company it would afford an 
absolute guarantee to policy-holders in foreign 
companies of being able always to proceed if 
necessary against such companies in the courts 
of this country.” 

The Committee recommend that every com- 
pany which carries on business in Great Britain 
should be required to maintain this deposit of 
£20,000 permanently so long as any policies 
continue outstanding in the United Kingdom, 
Some of the foreign and Colonial companies 
which carry on business in the United King- 
dom at the present time have made a voluntary 
deposit with British trustees of securities to a 
value considerably greater than £20,000 for the 
purpose of meeting any claims made sn them’ 
by their policy holders in the United Kingdom 
Although the Committee cannot recommend 
that such a deposit of funds should be made 
compulsory on foreign and Colonial companies, 
they yet feel that the appointment of British 
trustees to act for such companies is highly 
desirable not only in the interests of British 
policy-holders, but also in the interests of the 
companies themselves. 

They recommend that all insurance com- 
panies, whether British or foreign, should be 
required to furnish the Board of Trade with 
the full revenue accounts, balance-sheets, and 
valuation statements of their business, showing 
at the same time the expenses of management. 
The committee recommend that the Board of 


"| Trade should be empowered to vary from time 


to time the forms of the questions which in- 
surance companies are called upon to answer 
and of the returns to be made by them, and 
also to insist upon such answers and returns 
being in every respect complete and accurate. 
The committee recommend that in these re- 
turns it should also be made absolutely clear 
how far the funds of any foreign company 
are subject to preferential claims in aoy 
country. in which it transacts business. 
The committee consider that it would be very 
desirable to provide for a statement in the 
returns made by all insurance companies, 
both British and foreign, of the market 
value of the securities held by them. This 
regulation is in force in other countries.

POPE AND THE ELECTIONS. 


The Armenian Catholic community of 
Egypt, which had obtained from the Egyptian 
Government, by means of a largely signed 
petition, a regu'arly approved Constitution, 
have proceeded to elect three ecclesiastical 
candidates for the vacant bishopric of Egypt. 
One of these three candidates will have to be 
approved by the Armenian; Catholic Patriarch 
at Constantinople, Monsignor Sabbaghian, the 
late Bishop of Egypt. 

he candidates were, in order of votes 
obtained : Monsignor Davidian, of Cairo, Mon- 
signor Arpiarian, late Vicar General of the 
Constantinople Patriarchate, and Monsignor 
Cayounian, a delegate of the Patriarchate at 
the Vatican. 

It is not improbable that Rome may offer 
opposition to the final choice of Monsignor 
Davidian. He is much respected by the 
Armenian Catholics in Bgypt,bat he is a strong 
believer in the autonomy of the constitation 
of his church in so far as its internal 
affairs are concerned. The Vatican, however, 
is always eager to extend its inflaence among 
the Oriental Churches and would much like to 
have ‘‘a finger in the pie” in the elections of 
the Catholic Armenian Bishop. 

It will ba interesting to see whether Rome 
will succeed in preventing the election of the 
favovcrite candidate for the S3e of Egypt, 
although the only groands for its opposition 
are that he is a firm opponent of Vatican 
meddling in the internal affairs of the Charch.

THE POLICY OF BISMARCK: 


The belief that occasion will shortly be found, 
if indeed it has not already arisen, for Ger- 
many to bring forward certsin wishes in con- 
nexion with Egypt, continues to be sedaloasly 
fostered by the Garman Press. By this time, 
of course, the plan of this mid-sammer cam- 
paign has so far developed that England is 
now represented as being anxious to obtain 
Germany’s consent to Lord Cromer’s proposals 
for the reform of the judicial and adminis 
trative systems. The manwavre is suffiviently 
familiar. 

In the circumstances it may be pertinent 
to recall the attitade of Bismarck towards 
Great Britain’s position in Egypt. On 
March 2, 1885, in consequence of certain mis- 
givings with regard to German policy which 
had been expressed by the late 
Granville, the Chancellor declarad 
Reichstag that, while he had consistently 
declined to make any official suggestion in 
connexion with the British administration in 
Egypt, he had intimated to the British Govern- 


ment that if he were Eoglish Foreign Minister | 


he would not advise Great Britain to annex 
Egypt at that moment, but to make herself 
predominant as the Saltan’s “lease-holder.” 
The effact of this policy would be to prevent 
France from taking offence and to promote the 
good understanding between England and Ger- 
many. [n expressing this opinion to the British 
Goverament Prince Bismarck added that if, 
on the other hand, England should prefer to 
annex Egypt, Germany “would not consider it 
incambent upon her to prevent such action.” 
Friendship with England he maintained to be 
far more important for Germany than the 
fatare of Egypt. 

Times have changed, however, and modern 
German policy is not always true to the 
Bismarckian traditions of 20 years ago. Never- 
theless, the ‘“Vossische Zeitang” declares that 
Bismarck’s word; are as true to-day as ever 
they were, and that German policy with 
regard to Egypt could not possibly have 
changed in the interval. Uvfortanately, the 
Borlin journal ignores the fact that meanwhile 
the Baghdad Railway scheme has come into 
existence, In spite of this omission, however, 
it is perfectly accurate in pointing out 
that “Germany has no interest whatever 
either in disturbing the friendship between 
England and France or in obstracting British 
policy in Ezypt, and least of all in meking hor 
support of that policy conditional upon equi- 
valent services in retarn.” 


MUSTAPHA PASHA KAMEL. 

In reply to oar Paris correspondent’s tele- 
graphic summary of the article in the ‘“Temps,” 
which represented Mustapha Pasha Kamel as 
being ‘HO friend of the Egyptianr, bat as work- 
ing with Baron von Oppenheim in the interests 
of Turkey,” the “Lewa” and the ‘“Moayad” 
have, as is only natoral, swong out their 
cudgels of blatant protast and pverile literature 
to disprove the charges preferred against the 
Egyptian “patriot.” 

'The “Lewa” cites in defence an article which 
it published on May 9, re the Tabah incident, 
and in which Mustapha Kamel exhorted 
Mos3ulmans not. to believe in Germany, which, 
like the other Powers, works only in its own 
interests. “It was these interests,” adds the 
“Lowa,” “which dictated Germany’s policy in 
the Boer War, and in the Egyptian Question, 
tor Germany never supported the Ocoupation 
except to deepen the abyss which the Egyptian 
Question had dog betwsen France and Ka- 
gland. Is this the language,” concludes the 
“Lewa,” “of an organ in the fief of Germany ?” 

The ‘“Moayad” ridicules the article 
of the “Temps,” and declares there is 
nothing ia the Egyptian situation to warrant 
the change of which the great Parisian organ 
speaks, especially as Mustapha Kamel has no 
representative capacity in Egypt. 

Rather the ‘Moayad” inclines more to the 
belief that the Frénch papers have been 
inflaenced by certain English circles who 
desire to take measures against the editor of 
the “Lewa” personally.

GERMAN WELT POLITIK. 

German Welt Politik is at work in every 
sphere, and the latest scheme of action is 
characteristic ofits methods.

dabs “The Tsar of Kasrel Doubara.” Oar 
contemporary remarks that Lord Cromer’s 
ability has found a wide field in Egypt, and 
continues as follows :— 

Milner, Kitchener, Gorst, and others gained 
their laurels here, and Lord Cromer sends 
one of his lieutenants here and the other 
there, while he remains absolute master from 
Egypt to Aden. Through hie wisdom Lord 
Cromer has succeeded in gaining the confi- 
dence of the Press in England ; they all 
sing his praises and no one dared to raise 
a dissentient voice. Such has been the case 
in Egypt and it has caused Lord Cremer to 
become somewhat despotic, so that he cannot 
bear to have any one thwart his wishes. 
He has sent away many independent thinkers, 
as all those who are acquainted with the 
“Court” of the British Agency know. [n such 
a way Lord Cromer has disregarded every- 
body and forgotten his position and the great 
power of the British natior, which never 
spares ite servants (as for example, Warren 
Hastings, Parnel), Buller, Chamberlain, Milner, 
etc.). When Lord Cromer knew that some 
Englishmen had realised the abso!ute power 
he. wields, he tried in his last report to 
defend himself by stating that he is under 
the control of the Foreign Secretary, Parlia- 
mept, and the local Press. He thought that 
after this defence all would be well, bat 
the Denishwai affair has opened the eyes of 
the English to his position in Egypt and 
prepared them to hear him criticised. This 
is the meaning of Mr. Stead’s remark that 
Lord Cromer has exceeded his limits in Egypt, 
wheré be has remained too long ; also that 
“had this statement been made three months 
ago, the man who made it would have been 
considered a traitor, bat now I do not think 
it is so.” True, a few months ago no one in 
the wide British Empire wonld have said 
that, bat after the Denishwai affair many 
Englishmen have said morethan that. The 
Tsar of Kasr el Doubara never dreamt of this 
change.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1905, 


In his annual report to the Minister of Pablic 
Works, Major L’Estrange, Johnstone, R. E., 
general manager of the Egyptian State Rail- 
ways, states that the capital outlay during 
the year, especially on rolling stock, has been 
much larger than in ary recent year. It has, 
however, been barely sofficient to meet the 
public demand. In 1887 a careful estimate of 
the capital value ot the railway system 
embodied in a report by Major Marindin and 
Mr. Farrer placed the amount at LE. 
10,000,000. The net earnings in 1888 were 
jnst under L.E. 700,000, giving a retarn of 
nearly 7 per cent. on this capital. The addi- 
tional capital laid out (in the form of special 
credits or otherwise) up to and including 1901, 
was in round figures L.E. 3,500,000 (1) making 
a total capital of L.E. 13,500,000. The net 
earnings in 1902 were LE. 1,062,000, giving 
a retarn of very little less than 8 per cent. The 
capital expenditore from 1902 to 1905 inclasive 
was ronghly L.E. 1,815,000. (%) giving a total 
capital of L.E. 15,315,000. The net earnings 
in 1905 were L.E. 1,326,662, giving a return 
of 8 2/3 per cent on the increased capital. 

It is clear, therefore (saya the report), that 
not only is the State receiving a fair retarn 
for all capital laid out on railways, but the 
rate of interest earned has increased pretty 
steadily in spite of flactaations which may at 
times have seemed alarming. Mejor Johnstone 
says: “The increase in the proportion of 
ordinary expenditure to net revenue has been 
watched very carefally.

There is an apparent falling-off in parcels 
treffic, due to altered c’assification. On the 
whole the coaching earnings were very satis- 
factory. 

The service of passenger trainr, especially 
as regards local stopping: trains, has been 
materially improved. The punctuality of 
paesenger trains, which at one timeshowed a 
rather serious falling off, has now again be- 
come very satisfactory. 

The increase in goods traffic during the year 
was very heavy. It was not ontil the end of 
the year that the new rolling stcck, sanctioned

At the same time Your Excellency saw fit 
to appoint me General Manager under the 
Board with fall executive powers. 

I take this opportunity of officially expressing 
my gratitude to my former colleagues for the 
support and assistance which they afforded me 
throughout the whole period daring which we 
were associated, 

An extensive reorganisation of personnel 
has become necessary. I regret that it has 
not been possible in all cases to fill the 
vacancies in the higher grades by promotions. 
It is clear that we have not trained a sufficient 
supply of competent men to meet the demand 
due to the rapid increase of traffic,and must for 
a time employ an increased number of qualified 
officials trained on other railways to instruct 
our junior men. Care has been taken to 
select the best available candidates ; bat the 
choice is limited, as few men with an assured 
position on a railway care to sacrifice their 
prospects even to obtain a much more highly 
paid post elsewhere. 

It is most important to attract Egyptians of 
character, ability, and good physique to take 
up railway work with view to redacing later 
on the number of foreigners (whether of British, 
French, or other nationality) employed. The 
Principal Medical Officer reports that abont 
half the candidates for the service examined 
during the year were rejected as physically 
unfit. Many of those admitted were by no 
means of the physique we desire. 

It is necessary to make the service more 
attractive, and lam submitting to Your Excel- 
lency various proposals with this object ; bat 
in doing so considerable caution is necessary 
to avoid any excessive increase in our working 
expenses. 

I trast that the result of the year’s working 
may be regarded as showing satisfactory evi- 
dence that the improvements for which His 
Highness’s Government have now allowed 
liberal credite, are commencing to make their 
effect telt in an improved service for the public, 
and an increased revenue to the State. 


4,358 NEW COMPANIES. 

An official return relating to joint stock 
companies, published last week, shows that 
4,358 new companies were registered in the 
Unitzd Kingdom daring 1905. The total nomi- 
nal share capital was £119,179,333, and the 
paid-up capital £21,237,987. 

Daring the year 2,779 companies were dis- 
solved.

MOSQUITORS. 


It is seldom that we have an anasnally 
warm summer in London but we hear com- 
plaints of annoyarca from mosquitoes. This 
year they are said to be abundant in the 
north-eastern sabarbs of the metropolis, and 
the suffering inhabitants are inclined to attri- 
bute the severity of the plague to the rather 
pear proximity of the Thames marshes. Now, 
in most cases, there ara no mogqnitoes in the 
case ; people are simply bitten by the ordinary 
English gnat bat it sounds more dignified to 
attribute the annoying disfigurement to a 
moequito, than to a common gnatbite. Still, 
there is nothing antecedently improbable in 
the presence of mosquitoes in England, when 
the temperature has been for a long time con- 
tinuously over 70 degrees, and it may be that 
the complaints of the residents of Hackney, 
Clapton, and Stoke Newington are well found- 
ed. There are, moreover, gnats and gnate, and 
some districts are infested with a species 
which, whatever its name may be, is as distarb- 
ing to the slamberer’s peace as the undoubted 
mosquito of more southern climes. There is, 
for example, a district in North Wales which 
nobody who has visited it in hot weather is 
likely to forget, when a local plague exists in 
the shape of a gnat of unusual proportions and 
activity. It is alleged against the insects now 
reported in London that they do not play the 
game fairly. While the ordinary nocturnal 
aesailant usoally makes his presence felt by 
his well-known warning note they say that 
these -creatures come upon their victims 
without premonition, and thus make it more 
than commonly difficult to ward off their 
attacks. (‘The Globe”).
